about half an inch of their length. Of 
course the wire must not lie close to 
the wall. If it did, it would do little 
good. A distance from the wall of 
from a half to three-quarters of an inch 
is right To fasten the other edges and 
the subsequent strips sixpenny nails 
are used, driven at such an angle as to 
stretch the wire as "tight as a fiddle 
string." It must be remembered that 
poultry wire must be stretched side- 
wise oa account of the marginal wire. 
If the wire lies too close to the house, 
it must be kept out with screws. 


Now for the plaster. Have it all 


made at once. If you do not, it will not 
be all of just the same coloi. Use good 
fresh lime and sharp siliceous sand. 
Do not let your plasterer make the 
mortar "rich" with lime. Make it as 
masons make their mortar, with tbe 
right proportions of sand and liine, so 
that it will harden into stoue. 


The plaster should bo put on in two 


coats. Let tbe first one barely cover 
the wire. It goes through the wire 
against the wall and is merely thick 
enough to hide it. It should not be 
made smooth. Before it is very dry pu 
on a thinner coat. Let it get tolerably 
dry, but not bard; then have it "float 
ed" down with a wooden "float." This 
!s merely a square board about eigh 
inches square. It is given a circular 
motion and smooths off the wall. The 
plaster must be wet as floated. This is 
esSb* by means of a bucket of water 
and brush, the brus.li not touched to 
the wall, but used to sprinkle it. Whei 
It is floated, it is done. Do not use an: 
"white coat" or block it off to resembli 
stone. Be content to let It seem wiia 
It really is. It will satisfy you longer 
that way. 


When it hardens, there is the plaste 


with the wire imbedded in about thi 
middle of its thickness. This "inven 
tion" may be applied to outbuildings 
poultry houses, cow stables, etc.. ant 
especially for the rejuvenation of ok 
buildings.

Portland, Me., Dec. 9.—For a man 


sx> distinguished in the annals of bis 
country, the funeral of the Hon. 
Thomas B. Reed, in the first parish 
Unitarian church today was remark- 
ably simple. 


A few strains of the organ, a score 


of comforting passages from 
scrip- 


ture, a fervent prayer, a brief but el- 
oquent eulogy, and the benediction. 
It iwa*5 practically a committal ser- 
vice, although held over the body of 
one who had thrice been speaker of 
the national house of representa- 
tives. But the strains of music and 
tlie words passed over the body ly- 
ing so silently on the pulpit platform 
were spoken to a most notable gath- 
ering of American citizens from many 
walks of life, 
although 
principally 


from those with -"which, the great 
statesman had been for many years 
so closely 
identified.' The 
distin- 


guished assembly completely filled 
the church, but in an adjoining room 
which opened into it, sat the be- 
reaved widow and 
daughter, sur- 


rounded by consoling friend's, but en- 
tirely unobserved 
by the 
greater 


crowd in 'the main edifice. 


It was a service of but few brief 


minutes, and after the words of the 
ministers were still and the 
organ 


hushed there came in the crisp De- 
cember air the long toll of the city 
bells, which told of the end of the 
eventful affairs of 
life 
for 
Port- 


land's greatest son. 


As- the darkness gathered the short 


funeral procession wended its 
way 


to the cemetery, where the body was 
ten-d-erly laid away- in the receiving 
tomb to await final burial in the 
spring. 


The day was 
one 
of mourning 


throughout the city, even the busy 
holiday tide being checked, while all 
ch'e public buildings as well as many 
places of business were completely 
closed during the afternoon. 


The services- in the church were 


held at two o'clock, but for some 
hours' previous, the body was allowed 
to lie in state in the parish house, 
where it iwas viewed by aiany hun- 
dreds of people who 
could 
justly 


claim to be Mr. Reed's 
neighbors. 


The parish house was finally closed 
shortly after one o'clock and then the 
casket was! removed to the 
pulpit 


platform, of the church. 


This larger edifice was completely 


filled, 
the 
front 
seats 
being 


reserved 
for 
the 
visiting 
dele- 


gations and distinguished men who 
began to arrive some minutes before 
two o'clock. 


During the 
assembly 
Herman 


Kotzschmar played 'several appropri- 
ate selections on; the 
organ, which 


lent much to the impressivenesa of 
the ocea&ion. 


The main portion of the church 


was 'soon filled. In the 
front pews 


were the pall bearers, the Hon. Jo- 
seph W. Symonda, the Hon. John C. 
Small, George E. Bird, Attorney-Gen- 
eral George M. Seiders, Judge Clar- 
ence Halo of the United States dis- 
trict court, Hobinson Williams, Wil- 
liam Bradley and William. R. Wood. 


There also sat -Governor John F. 


Hill, with bis staff and' council, and 
near him was Governor Crane of 
Massachusetts. Collector Geo. H. Ly- 
iman of Boston and several members 
of the \Iome Market club of that city. 
Behind was practically 
the 
full 


strength of the Cumberlaad county 
bar, 
which earlier in the 
day had 


spread upon their records fitting res- 
olutions upon the death of _so notable 
a member of their organisation/" 


Then came the Loyal Legion, -sev- 


eral Grand Army posts, members of 
the Cumberland club, 
metoiber& of 


Mr. Reed's class at Bowdoin college, 
the entire city government of Port- 
land, headed by Mayor Boothby, and 
delegates' from nearly every politi- 
cal organization ia the state of 
Maine. 


Prominent among those 
present 


wfta the- delegation from the present 
sitting congross. 


The last named party arrived on- 


ly an hour or two before the services, 
being met at the station by a local 
committee and' escorted almost i 
rcctly to tho church. 


While tho company WHB assembling 


in the churon, Mrs. Reed, with her 
daughter, Mlas Catherine Reed, Col. 
Augustus G- Payne, an 
old 
friend, 


Mr. C. D. Barrows, a favorite n-aphow 


of Mr. Keed'& and his sister, JMiss 
Barrows, Asher C. Hiads, Mr. Reed's 
private secretary and several of Mrs. 
Uted'a personal mcnJs, quietly tooic 
their treats near the open door lead- 
ing into the church. 


The organ then ceased, and after a 


'britff pauae the Rev. John Carroll 
Perkins, the pastor of the church. 
aro.se and read for some minutes ap- 
propriate selections from the Bible, 
following it with a feeling prayer, and 
then delivered an eloquent and ap- 
preciative eulogy.

Honey must be packed in shape to 


please the eye. Established quality 
has much to do with the price, but the 
way It looks has much more. In order 
to get good results ftstojVour product 
you must watch the 
ts and- know 


if the honey crop is largVor smalL The 
best method is selling direct to con- 
sumers or If that is impossible to the 
grocery stores. If your goods are of 
the "better quality, mark with your 
name and address. Name your apiary 
or home, and you will find paying re- 
sults. Home market first, foreign mar- 
ket next, should be your maxim at all 
times, says an Orange Judd Farmer 
writer. 


Just as soon as your honey has been 


secured and the sections cleaned they 
should be put ha the selling case, which 
may be either twelve, twenty-four or 
forty-eight pounds. Put in a dark 
room free from mice, bees and insects, 
The cases should be of neat appear- 
ance and clean, with glass on one side. 
When, it is desirable to keep honey a 
length of time, it should be kept free 
from dampness and changes of tem- 
perature. If water condenses on the 
surface of combs, the honey soon sours. 
For this reason honey should never be 
stored in cellars that are damp. It is 
better to keep it upstairs in a dry room.

flocks do not bring that for lambs;

the farm that brings such good, honest 
money as a flock of sheep, kept even 
as the average farmer keeps them. It 
has been so in my long experience of 
sheep raising, especially since I have 
been grading up my flock of common 
sheep. The last few years I have kept 
only the best of my ewes, and last year 
I secured a pretty good Oxford Down 
ram. My ewes are mostly crosses of 
Shropshire and Southdowns and :-> 
rinos. This year my lambs are good. 
Knave turned off thirteen of the lambs 
to the butcher, and they brought me 
the neat little average of $4.58 a head. 
These lambs came the last of March 
and first of April, so I came very near 
to Mr. Wing's standard. They had 
nothing but good pasture and their 
mothers' milk. So, taking it all around, 
I think my lambs paid well for them- 
selves.—Cor. Ohio Farmer.

In the ofBcial report of a deputy chief 


of a fire district iu New York city is 
contained a story of heroism and devo- 
tion to duty, that is almost unparal- 
leled.

How to Handle Chickens, Turkey*, 


Di:ck» nud Geese. 


Farmers seldom have any difficulty 


in killing their Lii'ds painlessly, but 
amateurs sometimes find the operation 
a difficult mutter. An ignorant opera- 
tor may unintentionally be guilty of 
cruelty. An attempt to V.T ug the neck 
has been known to end in the head of 
the bird being twisted round and 
round, the result being that it comes to 
life again, says A. V. MeerbCh. the 
poultry man, who gives the following 
instruction for proper killing in New 
England Homestead: 


\VrinBlns: t5:e Neck. 


Wringing the neck is one of the most 


painless ways of killing a fowl, and 
with care this should not bj difficult 
The fowl must be hold firmly by the 
Legs with the left hand, while the head 
is grasped with the right hand, with 
the thumb and tingu-s round the 
throat. The bird is then placed across 
the knees, breast downward, with the 
neck held over the right knee. The 
neck is then quickly and firmly ex- 
tended and the head bent back sudden- 
ly with seme force. By this means the 
neck should be dislocated just below 
ths junction w.th the head. Another 
humane way cf killing is to hold the 
fowl by the legs with the head hang- 
ing down and strike a sharp blow with 
a thick stick across tlie back of the 
head. A simple and effectual method 
is to hold the fowl firmly by the neck 
with the hand and swing the bird 
round, holding the neck tightly, when 
the w 
!it of ihe lowl breaks the neck. 


With the Knlfo. 


Ducks are usually killed by thrusting 


a knife through the roof of the mouth 
into the brain. A usual mode of kill- 
ing geese Is to strike them a blow at 
the back of the neck and run a sharp 
pointed knife Into the hollow at the 
junction of tho head and neck. Tur- 
keys me killed by thrusting a knife 
through the roof of the uioutu, the 
wings being crossed to prevent strug- 
gling. Fowls must be bled also wLen 
killed.

Marconi's new station has some 


unique features, notably four steel tow- 
ers tising to a height of 21o feet above 
the surface of the headland. 
These 


are constructed of bridge steel, each 
tower consisting of four columns con- 
nected by latticework of metal and 
further strengthened by ropes of \\ire 
anchored to the ground. 
The towers 


are so placed as to form the corners of 
a square, the sides of which are 210 
feet IOUJT, every tower being connected 
with its neighbor by a horizontal bridge 
of wire. Prom this runs the electrical 
equipment upon which so much de- 
pends. 


Fifty copper cables reach from each 


connecting wire to the operating house, 
erected in the center of the hollow 
square formed by the towers. Every 
cable is composed of seven strands an 
eighth of an inch in diameter, tightly 
twisted together. 
Seen from a sho.s 


distance, these cables look to be single 
wire?, but iu reality there are 330 
wires on a. side, or 1,400 wires in^al' 
The object of using many line strano* 
ustead of a few large rods is possibly 
o secure a larger amount of surface 
or a given amount of copper 
Th° 


solitary "vertical wire" of the original 
Marconi experiments is tlms found to 
•>e enormously multiplied, the effect bo- 
ng to develop longer Herz waves. More 
satisfactory results should consequent 
:y be obtained by the wireless expert. 


As the fifty cables of each of the f our 


groups go downward they converge a 
little toward the center of tlie four 
aided structure. The lower ends, there 
fore, are arranged along the sides of * 
square much smaller than that formed 
by their supports at the top. All ter- 
minate, of course, In the Gyrating 
louse. 
This is a long, low, narrow 


structure, guarded night and day bj 
watchmen whoso especial business ic 
is to keep inquisitive visitors from pry 
ng into Mai corn's secrets. In addition 
to steam engines and dynamos, ths 
building contains a quantity of other 
apparatus, the secret of which is known 
only to Marconi and a few of the di 
rectors of his company.

mitting messages. 


As his receiving instalment it Is ex- 


pected that Marconi will continue for 
the present to use his now famous co- 
hwvr, although it is known that ho hns 
invented as a substitute for it a mag- 
netic dettot?r Vaich is said to be more 
satisfactory h. some respects. 
When 


he desires to make sure that the mes* 
sages scut by his system are not In 
tercepted or otherwise interfered with, 
he will doubtless make use of the tun- 
Ing system, the rights to which he pur- 
ChJtsed last spring from the inventor, 
Professor M. I. Pupin of New York.

electrical equipment of this expensive 
wireless telegraphy fetation.

"I had l^^-n Jiving with my mother 


on a farm in \VilJ county, not. far 
iron: Jt-3:et, and having reached ihe 
age oi 1.'., I thought it time 10 start 
out in the world for 
myself," ex- 


plained Mr. dowry to the interviewer. 
•Ever since 1 nrst h«;ard cf the tele- 
graph I was fascinated with its work- 
ings, and at that time my chief am- 
bition was to be able to -send a mes- 
sage over the v. ires. 


" 'What kind cf work do you want 


ro do?' the oaeiaror asked me. I re- 
plied that I didn't suppose I was ca-

Jaffrey's Point Crew Credited With 


Bringing Vessel Off.

Th;- 3mall two masted 
schooner 


Lady Antrim, from Gloucester, with 
400 hhds. of salt consigned to iles^rs. 
Gray and Prime cf this city, is now 
tied up at Piscataqua wharf, where 
•she has been an object of interest all 
day. 


The litt'.3 craft is encased 
in ice 


from bow tc stern and the rigging js 
in the same shape. Both jiks, are gone 
and the other sails are so iced up 
as to be of no use. 


When boarded by a Herald reporter 


chis morning, Capt. Campbell and his 
-rew t>f two men, with hands and feet 
'jadiy frozen, were huddled about a 
>varsn fire in the galley stove. 


"Yes." saidxCaptain Campbell, "we 


iad a terrible experience and owe the 
safety of the vessel, if not our lives, 
o the brave hfe-:aving crew at Jaft- 
rey's Point station. When they« board- 
ed us, we had aoout given up all hope 
tnd I tell you the sight of those brave 
"ellows clambering over the rail was 
:me that we shall not soon forget. It

"The Lady 
Antrim 
sailed

Gloucester harbor Sunday morning,"' 
continued Captain Campbell, ';and ran 
nto a gale at once.

\way. The loss of the 
jibs left 
the 


-chooner unmanageable and we went 
ashore on Wood 
Island

"The sea went completely over us

Fo* Winter Layers. 


I feed a niash as early in the morn- 


ing as possible made of cornmeal, two 
and a half pounds; shorts, rwo and n 
half pounds; swine and poultry inotil, 
eight ounces; tablcspoonful salt and 
boiling water sufficient to mix it, says 
L. D. Denneth, a Maine fancier. To 
this I occasionally add a tablespoonful 
powdered charcoal and during cold 
weather a teaspoonful red or cayenne 
pepper daily. This is for sixty-thres 
bens and a cockerel. At noon they have 
the house waste or corn, outs or wheat. 
I feed some green bone during the 
winter, give them some hay or groou 
feed every clay, keep shells, jjrit and 
water constantly before them. At night 
give them as much corn as they will 
eat. 


My feed trough is made of galva- 


nized iron, V shaped, supported by 
board ends and top, so they can set Kt- 
tle or no dirt into it or tip it over. The 
daily co&t of feeding slxty-lluuo liens 
and one cockerel, allowing the value of 
waste from bouse equivalent to two 
quarts of corn, j$ 23 cents, with the 
following prices per bubbol: Corn, 53 
cents; cats, 38 cents; wheat. W.U3; 
cornmcnl, ~M cents; shorts, §1.10 per 
hundred pounds; green, bone, 3 cents 
per pound; grit, a cent, aurd shells, a 
cent. 


.>«u»cd Poarh Tree*. 


Little peach trees tLrat were budded 


this year nnd nro now in good condi- 
tion may be taken up about November 
and safely kept over winter in a cool, 
dump cellar, but their roots must not 
bo allowed to get dry or they will be 
damaged. They should have thoir roots 
covered with earth the same as if they 
wore heeled in out of doors, and this 
must be moistened from time to time, 
unless tlio collar is very damp, whicu 
Is not likely to bo tho case. Thov can 
bo sec in nursery ro«v« r.cst year or 
Into tho orchard next spring.—Cor. llu- 
nil New YTKCT.
